Delay in Placing Ban on

Severe criticism of the provin- 
celal government for the lax way 
in which it is controlling the 
use of heavy trucks on the high- 
ways, is being made by motorists.

It will 
be late in May or early in June be- 
fore the road will be in proper 
shape, What is true of the Jasper 
highway is also true of other grav- 
elled highways in Alberta.

Enabling Bill For New 
Impost Now Being 
Drafted 


Implementing the announce- 
ment made in the budget speech 
by Hon. Charles Cockroft, that a 
two per cent sales tax would be 
levied in this province, a bill 
will be introduced into the legis- 
lature early next week, it was 
learned in reliable circles on 
Saturday. 

The government, through the new 
tax, hopes to raise an additional 

$2,000,000 revenue during the 1i936-

| Coldest, Rawest Statistics 
Since 1883—Polar Air 
Prevails 


TORONTO, March 21. ~ The 
kitchen stove “experts” were right. 


| Even the weatherman admits that 


the weather in February was the 
coldest on record in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, and the records 


But meteorological 
statistics date back to 1815 in Man- 
itoba and last month in that prov- 
ince has to take second place to 
February of that year when it was 
“slightly colder.” 

Tn the east below normal tem- 
peratures were genera] from Lake 
to the Atlantic seaboard 
but it has been colder. The frigid 
spell that lasted from mid-January 
until well on in February in On- 
tario and Quebec has gone into the 
records as the longest period of in- 
tense cold known. 


STEADY INFLUX 

The Dominion mereorolozica! 
office, in its February repor. on 
temperatures, remarks laconically 
“During February, 1936, the weather 
of Canada was almost continucusly 
dominated by a steady influx of 
Polar air, while the moderate wea- 
ther usually associated with air 
moving inwerd from the Pacific 
Ocean was largely missing, even in 
British Columbia.” 

Tn Alberta, January and February 
have averaged colder than any two 
consecutive months on record ex- 
cept at Medicine Hat where the cor- 
responding period in 1887 averaged 
nearly the same. In Saskatchewan 
at Qu’Appelle and Prince Albert 
January and February of 1887 and 
1890 were as cold as those of ihe 
present year At Swift Curreni 
these two months in 1887 were not 
quite so cold as this year. In Mani 
toba, the 1887 and 
1875 were as cold or nearly so, 


AVERAGE TEMPERATURE 

For the three months of Decem 
ber, January and February the 
average temperature was not as low 
as in these months of the winter of 
1886-87, That winter averaged two 
to five degrees colder in Alberta 
and one to two degrees colder than 
the present winter in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, mainly on acedunt of 
a more severe December. 

Sub-zero records went into 
books at Swift Current, Sask 
Waskada, Man. The mercury 
bogganed to 54 degrees below zer 
in the Saskatchewan town, break 
ing the previous record of 50 below 
established in February, 1893 

At Waskada a minimum of 61 be- 
low was reported. The lowest since 
the station was established in 1924 
and the lowest temperature ever: 
registered in Manitoba

‘SCIENCE GIVES TEST FOR 


VITAMIN A DEFICIENCY 
IN OLDTIME “PEEP SHOW” 


CHICAGO, March 21 The 
old fashioned “peep show” gave 
science a quick test for Vitamin 
A deficiency Friday. 

From the principles used in the 
penny arcades, two Iowa ex- 
perimenters announced they 
had developed a system “more 
than 95 per cent efficient” in 
picking out persons who lacked 
enough of the vitamin. 

The test, based on the fact 
that sufferers from Vitamin A 
deficiency can not see in the 
dark, was described by Dr. J 
A. Jeans and Zelma Zentmire, 
of Iowa City, in the Journal of 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion.

of a dark tube and watch “mov- 
| ies” projected from the other 
end, the experimenters said.

Monday's text selected by Rev. 1 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The patient with this type of indigestion is 
ordinarily a sorely puzzled patient. He has days 
when he feels fine, days when he feels medium 
and days when he is miserable, He very sel- 
dom knows for sure that a meal is going to agree 
with him. Often, he drifts from treatment to 
treatment, being helped for a 
few weeks or not at all. He 
is probably told that he has 
nothing wrong with his stom- 
ach and that all of his trouble 
comes from his nerves. As a 
general rule, the patient does 
not believe this diagnosis. The 
symptoms which he feels point 
so strongly to a diseased stom- 
ach that it is hard for him to 
realize that his stomach is all 
right and that in reality, his 
symptoms are due to a disturbance of the 
nerves controlling the stomach. 

The patient with nervous indigestion un- 
doubtedly requires treatment, but the treat- 
ment which will prove most successful is the 
kind of treatment directed to his mental and 
emotional processes rather than to his diges- 
tive processes. He has built up wrong mental 
and emotional habits which have a definite and 
far-reaching effect in producing a digestive 
disturbance. 

Occasionally, the patient will recognize the 
relationship between his emotions and his in- 
digestion, but frequently, he is unaware of the 
fact that his stomach is upset because his think- 
ing is upset. The reason for this is because the 
thoughts which are causing the upheaval are 
unconscious thoughts. That is, they are the 
thoughts in that part of the mind below the 
surface of conscious thinking. 

The patient with nervous indigestion has a 
problem that he does not know how to face, or 
a situation which is too difficult for: him to 
meet successfully. He may be angry, resent- 
ful, or afraid, or he may be denying one of the 
instinctive desires a satisfactory outlet. 

In the past it has been convenient to divide 
body and emotions into two distinct parts—a 
physical part and an emotional part. A great 
deal of mischief has been caused by the attempt 
to divide that which can not be divided. As a 
matter of fact, a human being is not made up 
of two such separate divisions. Body and emo- 
tions work together and that which affects the 
emotions will affect the body. Man does not 
keep his feelings locked up in a separate com- 
partment. When he is in the grip of a strong 
feeling, his sympathetic nervous system knows 
about it and also his ductless glands. The physi- 
cal effect of the emotion may be more pro- 
nounced in one part of the body than in an- 
other; however, it frequently happens that the 
stomach is profoundly influenced and when this 
occurs, nervous indigestion follows.

The bill, designated as to ‘“Pro- 
vide for the Regulation, Licensing 
and Operation of Public Service 
Vehicles” supplants the Public Ve-| 
hicles Act of 1927 and embraces a 
comprehensive code for the regula- 
tion, licensing and operation of 
public service and commercial ve- 
hicles. 


LICENSES REQUIRED 


Operation of unlicensed public 
service and commercial vehicles is 
prohibited. 

Power to regulate operation of 
vehicles and powers for issuing cer- 
tificates will be vested in the board. 
The board also will be clothed with 
power to restrict operation of ve- 
hicles over prescribed routes of 
travel. 

It is further provided in the bill 
that the government can prescribe 
fees payable for any certificate or 
permit for a public service or com- 
mercial vehicle. Fees may be bas- 
ed on a percentage of the gross re- 
ceipts or the carrying capacity of 
the vehicle in passenger and freight 
and mileage, or the carrying cap- 
acity or mileage of any freight ve- 
hicle or upon any other basis, 


WHAT IT MEANS 


A public service vehicle tax is 
stated to mean a motor vehicle or 
trailer operated on a public high- 
way by or on behalf of any person, 
firm or corporation for compensa- 
tion and it includes motor vehicles 
such as drivurself cars. 

A commercial vehicle is destin- 
ated as any truck or trailer which 
is not a public service vehicie, with 
certain exceptions such as those 
operated by a government, mun- 
icipality cr school board, or owned | 
by a farmer and used entirely for | 
farming operations.
